They go out of tho nlmsbonso (o 
find tbeir \vay into reform schools, jails, 
prisons, hoiiM'.s of correction, nnd, finally, 
unless Iheir vicious career is enrlior ter- 
minated, thc-y bring np again nt llio elms- 
bouse. To say nothing of tho obligation of 
Eocie-ly to thcso worso Mian orphaned chil- 
dren, il is nn importanl economy to'dmrcrt 
thorn from drones and dependents, into 
useful citizens. It is beliovcd that Ibo state 
board of charities and corrections is al- 
u-udy uloibeii with Iho powers necessary to 
enable them lo mnko suitable provision for 
tbo children In tho nlmstiouw.

• erinlendent. Tho collection of the statis- 
tics of population, agricr.lluro and fisheries, 
was commenced on tho first day of June. 
137"', and was mostly completed in Hint 
month. Tho slatMies of manufactures have 
reqnirc-d more lime. Agents specially qual- 
ified by a practical knowledge of the purllc- 
uUr interest* they wi'ro to investigate we-ro 
employed lo collect lh« slalistics of the cot? 
ton, woolen, iron and jewelry nimrafMtmv.i 
It i« believed that, while every branch of 
thffcensin'is fnlly cqunl lo any previously 
taken, in ninny important particulars, the 
slate census of 1S7S is snpirior to any olh* 
heretofore Inkon in this country.
